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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR 

THE  AREA. 

Laboratory  facilities  : 

The  Medical  Research  Council  established  in  1939  two  labora- 
tories which  serve  this  County,  one  at  Conway  and  one  at  Aber- 
ystwyth, both  in  charge  of  competent  pathologists.  At  the  end 
of  the  war  one  is  prepared  to  see  many  changes,  but  it  is  to  be 
sincerely  hoped  that  the  facilities  provided  by  these  laboratories 
will  be  continued  permanently.  They  have  provided  a very  great 
want. 

Milk  samples  for  the  presence  of  tuberculosis  continue  to  be 
examined  at  the  Dairy  Laboratories,  Llanbadarn  Road,  Aberyst- 
wyth. 


Ambulance  facilities  : 

For  Infectious  cases. — The  Ambulance  provided,  at  the  tem- 
porary Isolation  Hospital  at  Corwcn  is  available  in  any  part  of 
the  County. 

For  No n-infeetious  cases. — The  two  hospitals  at  Blaenau  Ffes- 
tiniog and  Towyn  have  their  own  ambulances. 

Bala  and  Penllyn  districts  possess  an  ambulance  stationed  at 
Bala. 

Edeyrnion  Council  also,  which  is  stationed  at  Corwen. 

Dcudraeth  Rural  Council,  in  conjunction  with  Portmadoc 
Council,  have  an  ambulance  which  is  stationed  at  Cooke’s  Ex- 
plosive  Works,  Penrhyndeudraeth. 

Dolgelley  Urban  and  Rural  Councils,  with  Barmouth  Urban 
Council,  have  obtained  an  ambulance  which  is  stationed  at 
Stokes’  Garage,  Dolgelley. 

Nursing  in  the  homes  : 

In  this  County  this  is  carried  out  by  iS  District  Nursing! 
Associations  who  employ  State  Registered  Nurses,  Queen’s 
Nurses  and  “Village”  Nurses  and/or  independent  nurses  every 
one  of  whom  is  a State  Registered  Midwife. 

All  these  Associations  arc  affiliated  to  the  County  Nursing 
Association.  The  County  Council  has  delegated  its  duties  under 
the  Midwives  Act  1936  to  these  bodies,  and  a relief  Midwife  is 
provided.,

Tlie  County  Council  now  makes  an  annual  grant  of  ,£2,000  for 
these  services. 

The  Non-Medical  Supervisor  of  Midwives  is  Mrs.  Eleanor 
Owen,  S.R.N.,  S.C.M.,  H.V.,  who  also  acts  as  County  Superin- 
tendent of  general  nursing. 

Other  grants  are  made  to  the  District  Nursing  Associations  for 
other  services  rendered  to  the  County  Council. 


Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics  : 

In  spite  of  great  difficulties  these  are  carried  on  with  regularity, 
and  are  held  in  the  three  voluntary  hospitals  of  the  County  once 
every  6 weeks. 

kor  cases  from  Bala,  Penllyn  and  Edcyrnion  special  arrange- 
ments are  made  after  consultation  with  the  County  Medical 
Officer. 


Dental  : 

It  is  a matter  of  great  regret  that  so  few  expectant  mothers 
avail  themselves  of  the  facilities  provided  by  the  Council.  I do 
not  think  anyone  will  question  its  need. 


Venereal  Diseases  ; 

A treatment  centre  has  been  established  at  the  Caernarvonshire 
and  Anglesey  Infirmary , Bangor,  since  1915,  by  the  County 
Councils  of  Merioneth,  Anglesey  and  Caernarvon  jointly. 

The  Centre  is  opened  for  males,  Tuesdays,  2 — 5 p.m.,  and  for 
female  patients  on  Fridays,  from  2 to  5 p.m. 

Outfits  for  Wasserman  tests  will  be  supplied  to  any  medical 
practitioner  on  application  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  and 
specimens  should  be  sent  to  the  Pathologist,  The  Thompson  Yates

The  temporary  County  Isolation  Hospital  at  Corwen  is  filling 
a distinct  gap  in  the  medical  services  provided  by  the  Council, 
and  when  circumstances  permit  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  a perman- 
ent hospital  in  a central  position  in  the  County  will  be  erected..  | 

PUBLIC  ASSISTANCE. 

The  two  Institutions  at  Dolgelley  and  Penrhyndeudraeth  are 
in  use  as  Public  Assistance  Institutions. 

In  the  latter,  part  of  the  Institution  is  set  apart  for  mental, 
defectives  over  16. 

A scheme  of  treatment  for  certain  cases  for  their  removal  to  1 
hospital  is  still  in  force,  and  six  cases  were  so  removed  in  1942.

INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  THE  CARE  OF 
MENTAL  DEFECTIVES. 

A pan  of  the  Institution  (Llys  Ednyfed)  has  been  set  aside 
for  the  reception  of  certified  mental  defectives  of  low  grade  of 
both  sexes  over  the  age  of  sixteen  years.  The  control  of  the 
Institution  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Publis  Assistance  Committee. 

In  addition  to  this  the  County  Council  has  entered  into  agree- 
ment with  the  County  Councils  of  Caernarvonshire  and  Mont- 
gomeryshire for  the  reception  of  children  under  16  to  institutions 
maintained  by  these  Authorities,  and  with  the  County  Council 
ot  Denbighshire  and  the  Incorporation  of  National  Institutions 
toi  the  admission  of  female  cases  over  16  years.
